said. This is 37 per cent higher | 


than the seam-splitting enroll- 
ment of 1,067,484 recorded in the 
spring of 1961. 

This potential increase points 
to an immediate need of about 
13,000 new public sthool class- 
rooms and as many additional 
teachers, the Michigan State soc- 
jologist added. 

Dr. Thaden warned that this is 
not. a temporary situation. He 
said that Michigan’s public school 
enrollment will probably remain 
over the 1,500,000 mark for many 
years.

In August, the fleet of nearly 
300 ore boats hauled about 14.3 
million tons, a million more. than 
in August, 1951. In September, 
the fleet set an all time record 
for that month, hauling a whop- 
‘ping 14.4 million tons, more by. 


nearly two million tons than the 
previous September. Part of this 
increase was carried by new -ore 
boats, added to the fleet since 
1951. 

The Great Lakes area produces 
-sbout.97 million tons of ore each 
year ftom the big mining district 
around the western end of Lake 
Superior. When the strike ended 


million tons behind 1951. That de- 
ficit since been cut to about 15 
million, and may be hacked to 
13 million before. the shigyping 
season ends in December. 
About 75 million tons have: 
been shipped thus far this year, 
at this date last year, 90 million 
tons had been shipped. : 
Weather can play an important 
part in cutting the ore deficit 
still further. Generally the ship- 
ping season runs from mid-April 
to early. or mid-December; but 
mild weather this fall may allow. 
ore boats more operation during 
December than normally. ;
